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School Task Force asks residents 


Do the numbers add up?

School Space Task Force members 
held their latest report up to public 
scrutiny Tuesday night and came away 
with a few suggestions, while most resi- 
dents left feeling like the committee 
finally got it right. 

While the School Space Task Force 
report on projected enrollments and 
Capacities met with criticism at its first 
public presentation, residents had little 
to say about capacity calculations. But 
people had problems with assumptions 
that went into the enrollment projec- 
tions. 

Task Force members including 
members of the School Committee, 
Finance Committee, school administra- 
tion and Board of Selectmen, arrived at 


a set of numbers known as their “work- 
ing assumptions” to use in determining 
the space needs for Andover schools. 

Population working assumptions 
predict a 10-11 percent increase in the 
elementary school population and an 
11-12 percent increase in student 
enrollment by 2008. 

Once they determine the space 
needs, that information will in turn 
determine if and when committee 
members go forward with their plans 
to build a new middle school, members 
said. 

Several residents said at the close of 
the meeting that they were comfortable 
with the committee's effort to come up 
with accurate enrollment projections. 

Resident Tom Deso said he thought

this time around the committee mem- 
bers didn’t have a predetermined con- 
clusion when they came up with num- 
bers. 

Several members of CUBA, a neigh- 
borhood group which opposes con- 
struction of a new middle school, 
attended the meeting. 

Despite CUBA’s criticism of some 
assumptions that were included and 
some that were omitted from the work- 
ing assumptions, CUBA leader John 
Hart says he felt the tone of the meeting 
was open. 

“They're doing what they should 
have done two years ago,” Hart said of 
School Committee’s initial develop- 
ment of a middle school proposal. 

Hart said he wants to see the town 
consider population projections of the 
recent town growth study developed 
through consultants and the Planning 
Department. 

He thought the Task Force didn’t 
include population projections in the 
growth study because they were too 
low to support evidence of growing 
school enrollment, he said. 

Schools Business Manager Bernie 
Tuttle said the study was not used in 
Task Force enrollment projections, as 
the report was only in draft form, and 
because the population projections 
specifically are being reviewed by the 
consultant. 

CUBA member Karen Hart said she 
wants the immediate problem of over- 
crowding addressed as well as a long- 
term solution. 

Nadworny said it would be a mis- 
take to make one short- or long-term 
plan without the other. 

Residents asked the Task Force to 
consider the following factors in their 
projections: 

* the impact of information in the 
town growth study 

* other demographic factors like the 
number of students going to private 
school and the number of childbearing- 
age couples in Andover 

* explanation of the cohort survival 
method of projecting enrollment 

* the type of housing developments 
being built in Andover. 

Task Force member Eric Nadworny 
said the group would find out if the 
questions that came up were consid- 
ered in the original projections. If not, 
the new factors would be considered 
and numbers would be adjusted. 

The Task Force plans to work on the 
issues at the next meetings, tentatively 
scheduled for Aug. 4 and 12, Nadworny

People to People began more 
than 40 years ago and was the 
brainchild of President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, who hoped _ that 
sending people to different coun- 
tries to experience other cultures 


would promote peace around the 
world. From the beginning Peo- 
ple to People was intended as a 
grass-roots effort, and in its first 
five years more Americans and 
Soviets visited each others’ coun- 
tries than ever before. The adult 
professional program, which con- 
tinues today as the Citizen 
Ambassador Program, has orga- 
nized some of the most produc- 
tive private-sector exchanges 
ever undertaken. Eisenhower 
had always emphasized the need 
for young people to get involved 
in People to People because they 
are the future leaders of the 
world. In 1963, Keith Tatham, 
who had been organizing the 
adult program, developed the 
People to People Student Ambas- 
sadors Program. Under Tatham’s 
guidance, the program has grown 
from 16 students in 1963 to more 
than 8,500 in 1995. In the past 30 
years, more than 80,000 Student 
Ambassadors from all 50 states 
and Puerto Rico have traveled to 
35 countries on five continents. 
The Student Ambassadors Pro- 
gram also remains one of the few 
exchange programs in the world 
granting both high school and 
college credit for successful par- 
ticipation.

After MediaOne’s 13.6 percent rate hike, com

Cable television subscribers 
who are unhappy about rising 
rates in Andover may not be able 
to do anything about the town’s 
10-year contract with MediaOne. 

But they can complain, on a 
form available to all local cable 
subscribers at the Finance 
Department in Town Offices. The 
form states, ‘By submitting this 
form, you are stating your belief 
that your cable company’s rates 
for your cable programming ser- 
vice, related equipment, or instal- 
lation are unreasonable.’ 

Although the form was not 
recently created because of the 
many complaints coming into the 
office, the Finance Department 
has mailed the form to every resi- 
dent who has called with con- 
cerns about the increasing cable 
rates announced by MediaOne. 
The company’s latest increase, of 
13.6 percent, took effect July 1 

The complaint process _ is 
rather complicated. A person 
must mail three separate copies 
of the form to three different 
places, with his cable bill 
attached to each copy. The form 
must be sent to the Finance 
Department in the town offices, 
the Massachusetts Cable Televi- 
sion Division, located in Boston, 
and the person’s local cable 
authority — in Andover’s case, 
MediaOne. 

Another important piece of 
information is that subscribers 
must file rate complaints within 
90 days of the effective date of 
their Cable Programming Ser- 
vice’s (CPS) rate increase. 
According to a release by the 
Massachusetts Cable Commis- 
sion and Commissioner John D. 
Patrone, “For rate regulation 
purposes, the Commission has 
and continues to be the only cer-

Therefore only 
rate increase filed by the Com- 
mission will be accepted by the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission.” In layman’s terms, the 
FCC will only receive the com- 
plaints that CPS chooses to send. 
This process is very different 
from the past, when the FCC rou- 
tinely reviewed and regulated 
CPS rates whenever it received 
complaints. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczyn- 
ski has already said that Andover 
does not intend to renegotiate its 
cable contract with MediaOne or 
switch cable providers. The 
town’s 10-year contract with 
MediaOne contains no price cap, 
because federal law now allows 
companies to pass along cost 
increases from various services, 
such as sports channels. There- 
fore, it seems the only way to put 
pressure on MediaOne to keep its 
rates down is to complain. 

There is a Cable Committee in 
Andover made up of five resi- 
dents. This volunteer group, led 
by chairman Jack Dempsey and 
appointed by the town manager, 
meets once every month to dis- 
cuss different areas of concern 
personally or from the public. 
There is a representative from 
Andover’s local cable authority 
(MediaOne) at each meeting, and 
all Andover residents are wel- 
come to discuss any complaints 
or concerns that they have with 
their cable. Although there is a 
lot of discussion, the Andover 
Cable Committee has little real 
authority. “Rate review is the 
responsibility of the state of 
Massachusetts,” says Finance 
Director Tony Torrisi. The Cable 
Committee, as a unit, can’t even 
make a _ formal complaint, 
because each complaint has to be 
filed by a sin- 
gle sub- 
scriber.

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Grading the 
teacher testers 


Teachers should know how students 
learn. That’s a no-brainer. The Board of Ed 
should know how teachers learn. 

The Massachusetts Board of Education 
announced last month that 59 percent of the 
1,800 students taking the new certification 
exams this spring had failed the test. After a 
lot of turmoil, the board lowered its stan- 
dards, and the passing score. Now a majori- 
ty (56 percent) would pass the test. With the 
resulting public outcry, they reversed them- 
selves, back to 59 percent failing the board’s 
“pop quiz.” Students had known they’d be 
tested, but found out only a week before that 
the test counted for certification. 

The Board of Ed expects the teacher can- 
didates to do things that it has failed to do on 
its own. Mastery of the subject matter is nec- 
essary for learning to take place. And expec- 
tations need to be communicated clearly, 
even-handedly, consistently and fairly. 

In these subjects, the board gets an ‘F’. 

Which are the institutions of allegedly 
higher learning that did such a miserable 
job of preparing the would-be teachers? 
Scapegoating those who failed the first test 
smacks of a pogrom, or a witchhunt. 

Especially in an election year having rela- 
tively few burning issues, and with all five 
candidates for governor having come out for 
some form of testing teachers. 

Crime is down, the economy is up; Wag 
the Dog — we need a diversion. ° 

The timing of the test, after one graduates 
with a degree in education, is not just 
flawed, it’s flat-out wrong. The abstract rea- 
soning, basic skills and literacy portions of 

testing should be given before a student 
declares education as his or her major. 

Can’t pass the test? 

Can’t take education courses. 

Sometimes veteran teachers are put in 
the position of supervising clearly un- 
qualified student teachers. They must pass 
their student-teaching stint in order to grad- 
uate. Why is the burden of not recommend- 
ing the student teachers put on the certified 
teachers? Instead, the veterans are urged to 
“work with them.” So which education 
deans aren’t doing their jobs? 

And why did colleges and universities 
routinely pass along some clearly unfit can- 
didates, all the while cashing their tuition 
checks? Will those who failed the test file for 
tuition refunds? 

James Carlin, chairman of the state 
Board of Higher Education, has demanded 
to know how college presidents can do a bet- 
ter job of preparing professional teachers. 
Carlin, who reports to Acting Gov. Paul Cel- 
lucci, was expecting their homework — 
with no excuses — last Friday. 

The general public will see if the college 
presidents will get passing marks for “work- 
ing and playing well with others.” On Mon- 
day they will all meet as a group to chart a 

course for the next two to five years, ostensi- 
bly well beyond the election in November.

Kids have a way of humbling you 
and getting to the heart of the matter. 

Recently, during an Andover Little 
League rain delay, my soon-to-be-8- 
year-old godson, Jake, began pepper- 
ing me with questions. 


“Is your job important?” he asked. 

I pondered the query for about two 
seconds, wishing Patricia Smith was 
there with a suitable quote or two. 

“Definitely not,” I answered truth- 
fully. 

His brow furrowed. He didn’t like 
the reply. 

“Well, is it fun?” 

“Hmmmm ... sometimes.” I said. 

“Like when?” 

As the rain intensified I realized I 
was stuck. So I began thinking back 
over the last 33 years of sportswriting 
to memorable moments. 


* I once got locked in a stadium in 
Waterbury, Conn. at 11 p.m. on a Sat- 
urday night while furiously trying to 
beat a deadline after a Lowell 
Giants/Waterbury Orbits semi-profes- 
sional football game. 

The handful of fans in attendance 
filed out after the game, and the 
ancient caretaker turned out the 
lights and fastened all the gates while 
I was in a phone booth under the 
stands frantically trying to decipher 
my notes (long before the computer 
age). 

I improvised the end of my story in 
the dark, miraculously stumbled over 
a ladder laying against a stadium wall 
15 minutes later, and climbed over the 
fence, typewriter in hand. 

* The Giants also left me behind in 


Alexandria, Va. on another Saturday 
night — minutes after they had been 
routed by the Virginia Sailors in an 
Eastern Football League champi- 
onship playoff game. 

The Giants couldn't afford to fly to 
road games at the time, and on this 
occasion piled into a Greyhound bus 
for an 11-hour journey from Cawley 
Stadium in Lowell to the Washington, 
D.C. suburb of Alexandria. 

After a humiliating 48-14 loss, most 
players didn’t even shower. As I 
phoned in my story on deadline from 
the pressbox — located across the field 
from the dressing rooms — I saw the 
team bus depart with my overnight 
bag (change of clothes, shaving gear) 
neatly stored in the baggage compart- 
ment. 

I was barely out of high school, had 
no credit card and $8 in my pocket. 

I thought, hey, no problem. They'll 
miss me. They’ll read the roll call on 
the bus, realize I’m not there and 
come back. 

An hour later I was in a taxi cab 
(cost $6.25) to the motel the team 
stayed at the previous night. 

The desk clerk bought my story 
and let me stay (in a lobby chair). 

The next morning (Sunday) I sheep- 
ishly called then-Sun sports editor 
Frank Sargent at home and explained 
my predicament.

Program special, says 
Senior Center director 


Editor, Townsman: 

The article “Friendly visitors bridge 
the generation gap” (Townsman, June 
25) told a wonderful story and focused 
on a much-needed service. But as the 
director of Elder Services and the 
Senior Center, perhaps I am just a little 
biased. I am also very proud of the his- 
tory of this program and would like to 
point out that the Friendly Visitor Pro- 
gram has actually been operating since 
the early 1980s. In 1996 it received a 
much-needed boost from the Town 
Meeting via the warrant article initiat- 
ed by Ms. Cronin. At that time, she told 
me that she believed many would bene- 
fit from more than one visit per week 
from a visitor. 

(For the record, while there are 
many similar programs across the 
country, there is no “entitlement” to 
this service under the Older Americans 
Act of 1965, as amended, or any other 
federal, state or local legislation.) 

With funding from Andover Home 
for Aged People Inc. and the town war- 
rant article, the Senior Center imple- 
mented its plan to develop a sophisti- 
cated, professional recruitment, train- 
ing and matching program in collabo- 
ration with Family Service Inc. 

Companionship, friendship, commu- 
nity spirit and lifelong lessons in 
attaining and giving happiness are 
some of the fruits of this program. 

The “new revised” version of the 
Friendly Visitor Program is a unique 
collaboration of town government, the 
private non-profit agency Family Ser- 
vice Inc., the AHAP Foundation and 
the will of town meeting. This makes 
Andover and this program very spe- 


cial. 

Many volunteers and staff have par- 
ticipated faithfully for so many years. 
Those interested in volunteering or 
who know someone who might like a 
visitor to combat loneliness and isola- 
tion, please call Olivia Scileppi at 623- 
8321, or Barbara Lee at 683-9505.

Felicia the cook ruled the roost at my grandfather’s summer place

I was trying to persuade a friend 
recently that he should hire a cook. I'd 
read a story about how ordinary peo- 
ple, not just the extraordinarily 
wealthy, are hiring people to cook 
nutritious meals for them. It seems 
that in households where he works and 
she does too, they are tired of going out 
for meals. And of course eating often in 
restaurants is pretty fattening since we 
tend to order what we want, not what 
we should want. 

Anyway, it made me think of Feli- 


cia, the cook my grandfather hired at 
the beach every summer. I don't 
remember a childhood summer with- 
out Felicia. The food was wonderful, 
the house smelled great and my grand- 
parents and my parents rarely set foot 
in the kitchen. 

Felicia was from Puerto Rico. I don’t 
know how my grandfather met her, but 
she was the most important member of 
that household. 

We lived, in the summers at Fire 
Island, New York, in a large shingled 
unwinterized house, complete with 
decks, wicker furniture, and lots of 
bedrooms so that all the grandchildren 
had their own. We even had a play- 
house in the back of the big house. My 
grandfather built it. And upstairs in 
the third-floor attic, we had monkey 
bars to swing from, a trunk full of 
dress-up clothes, horse-hair mattresses 
on iron beds waiting for slumber par- 
ties, games, an old victrola_ with 
records and a cedar closet we loved to 


step into just for the srnell of it. We 
spent our rainy days in the attic with 
other children from the neighborhood. 

If Felicia wanted to serve lunch at 1, 
then that’s when we had it. She knew 
exactly how my grandfather liked his 
toast, slightly burned, and that’s how 
she delivered it. 

I remember once when my brother, 
20 months older than I, came to the din- 
ing room table in shorts only, no shirt. 
It wasn’t my parents or my grandpar- 
ents who sent him from the room, it 
was Felicia. He never tried that again. 

I remember once when I was staying 
with my grandparents and working as 
a teenaged camp counselor. After we 
counselors finished giving swimming 
lessons one day, we decided to take a 
long swim to a nearby island. It turned 
out not to be so nearby, and I was more 
than an hour late for lunch. Felicia let 
me hear about that for weeks. 

And yet we loved Felicia. Her daugh- 
ter’s name was America, because she 


was born here and that made Felicia 
proud. America, who couldn’t have 
been more than four or five years older 
than my sister (the oldest of us and five 
years older than I), sometimes baby-sat 
for the three of us when we were fairly 
young. 

Felicia kept a small vegetable gar- 
den by the side of our house. It was the 
first I'd seen water melons grow. 

Felicia did more than the grocery 
shopping, cooking and growing fresh 
fruits and vegetables. Once, when the 
three of us were going to a children’s 
costume party, she dressed my sister 
and me in our party dresses and some 
fancy hats. I don’t remember what we 
were supposed to be. What I do remem- 
ber is my brother, who won the prizes 
that night. He went as a farmer boy. 
Felicia blackened my brother’s face 
with what I guess was shoe polish. She 
borrowed a basket and straw and a 
duck from a farmer way up the beach (I

Andoverites ducking out of the 95 degree heat this 
week have lots of choices if they’re looking for some- 
thing to drink that includes ice, sugar and fruit juice 
or coffee. 

But what are they really paying for? Townsman 
employees tapped the company slush fund this week 
in an effort to compare the frozen drink offerings in 
Andover. 

The verdict? It becomes a question of preference. 
People interviewed by the Townsman about their 
frozen drink preference have different reasons for 
choosing their different drinks: from taste, to price to 
consistency. 

One exception was Mike Bielby, who works in 
Andover, and says he chooses the Coffee Coolatta for 
shock value. 

“You can hold it (upside down) over a someone’s 
head for about five seconds,” before it drips onto 
them, he says. 

The Townsman did not attempt to test this quality 
of the Coffee Coolatta either under or over the cup. 
We did sample several slushy drinks for the benefit of 
hot and thirsty Andover consumers.

Most likely a response to Dunkin’ Donuts’ Fruit 
Coolatta, the Tiazzi comes in a berry and a mango- 
citrus flavor. The Fruit Coolattas come in strawber- 
ry, orange-mango and pink lemonade. 

Bartlett says that Fruit Coolattas were added to 
Dunkin’ Donuts menu to draw kids away from the 
coffee, but Coffee Coolattas are no less popular with 
kids, she says. 

Not to be outdone, Bruegger’s Bagels offers three 
flavors of frozen drink: lemonade, cran-raspberry and 
coffee. 

No official nutritional information was available 
for the Bruggerita, but employees said the lemonade 
concentrate was made by Minute Maid and the cran- 
raspberry juice was just that — the same cranberry- 
raspberry juice made by Ocean Spray and sold in 
stores. 

The coffee Brueggerita is a mix of ice and a mix 
made from brewed Bruegger’s coffee, corn syrup, nat- 
ural flavors and potassium sorbate. 

No one was caught red-handed with the frozen 
drinks offered by Bruegger’s Bagels, the Bruggerita, 
but at least two customers were drinking a Starbucks 
drink in Bruegger’s. 

Since Bruegger’s Bagels and Starbucks Coffee 
share the Barnard Building in downtown Andover, 
employees of Bruegger’s seem to tolerate the pres- 
ence of foreign beverages. 

Starbucks employees have also endured the pres- 
ence of foreign bagels with no comment. 

But a few blocks away, Andoverites flock to the 
home of the Coolatta. Why? 

“It’s cold,” says Steven Ericksen of Tyngsboro who 
ducked into Dunkin’ Donuts to escape the heat. He 
ordered a Strawberry Coolatta (without whipped 
cream).

“pockets” surrounding each tooth, x-rays, and visual inspection 
for signs of inflammation.

Yes, say Andover adults 
e * 

working with youth

According to the town’s annual Youth Risk 
Behavior Survey, more than half of Andover 
middle school students say they experimented 
with tobacco, alcohol and other drugs before 
they were of middle school age. 

Various national reports show that the 
D.A.R.E. (Drug Abuse Resistance Education) 
program has had little or no impact on the 
level of drug use in teenagers. According to 
Narconon, an international drug rehabilita 
tion and prevention program, recent studies 
from the University of Michigan showed that 
one of five 8th-graders uses drugs. 

In the face of statistics like this, people 
working with Andover youth agree that there 
is no one reason why kids are or aren’t taking 
drugs. 

But they have no problem giving credit to 
the D.A.R.E. program for any lack of drug use. 

As Andover’s D.A.R.E. program enters its 
third year, educators say the program only 
has a positive effect, but nationwide, the pro- 
gram’s effectiveness has been questioned. 
While some say statistics show there is no evi- 
dence that D.A.R.E. is working, others say 
there’s no evidence it isn’t working. 

The first local assessment of the program 
may be through next year’s annual Youth 


Risk Behavior Survey. Next year’s freshman 
class at Andover High School will be the first 
class to have had D.A.R.E. in the sixth grade 
and participate in the Youth Risk Behavior 
Survey. 

The Andover schools Health Education 
Department had the Youth Risk Behavior Sur- 
vey developed professionally to evaluate and 
determine direction for their 
Results of the 1998 survey were released to 
school officials last week. 


To date, there is no way of determining the | 


effectiveness of the D.A.R.E. program specifi- 
cally, but the state Department of Education is 
beginning to demand more and more hard 
data before giving money to programs, says 
former Andover Health Education Director 
Brenda O’Brien (now assistant principal at 
Bancroft School). 

O’Brien says the Andover schools health 
education department does annual _assess- 
ments of its programs, which includes the 
D.A.R.E. program, and had the Youth Risk 
Behavior Survey professionally developed to 
help provide the hard data the state is and will 
be seeking. 

“We see D.A.R.E. as another piece of a com- 
prehensive health education,” O’Brien says. 

Middle school principals Vicki Simms of 
West Middle School and Floyd McManus of 
Doherty Middle School agree that the D.A.R.E. 
program’s effectiveness is not easily measured

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No ‘red flag’ in auditor's 1997 report ...

had been made since at least 
1987 when Arthur Anderson & 
Co. was the town’s auditor. 

Today, more than eight 
months after the 1997 report 
was released, Andover is still 
working to enact some of the 
auditor’s recommendations it 
supports. 

But Andover officials do 
not believe all of the recom- 
mendations are necessary for 


Andover. In addition, some of 


the other recommendations 
they are working on are multi- 
ple-year tasks that town offi- 
Cials say could not be complet- 
ed in just eight months. 

Although the annual audit 
is required by state law, and 
the town pays Powers and Sul- 
livan about $26,000 to do it, 
Andover is not required to fol- 
low any of the auditor’s sug- 
gestions. Town accountant 
Rod Smith also says there are 
some recommendations he 
does not think would worth 
the expense or time required 
for Andover. 

“When they’re reviewing 
the books they look for ineffi- 
ciencies in the system and 
they make recommenda- 
tions,” says Smith. “We don’t 
necessarily agree with all of it, 
but it’s there.” 


Overview 

The limited purpose of the 
annual management letter to 
the town by an auditor is to 
offer “an opinion on _ the 
town’s financial statements,” 
says Powers & Sullivan in its 
letter to selectmen. The audi- 
tor says it doesn’t perform a 
detailed study and evaluation 
of the town’s internal control 
structure. 

Nor does it do a detailed 
study of Andover’s ability to 
“prevent or detect all errors or

irregularities.” 

Smith says Powers & Sulli- 
van workers usually arrive 
during the late spring for 
about 10 days and then come 
back in September for the 
audit. They track transactions 
and look at town departments 
to find inefficiencies and con- 
trol issues and to learn who 
approves certain financial 
decisions, he says. The compa- 
ny then issues an opinion on 
Andover’s finances. 

There seemed to be two 
main critiques offered within 
the 13 recommendations sub- 
mitted - or resubmitted — in 
1997. The first of these is that 
the town accountant needs to 
more regularly reconcile his 
records to those kept in other 
departments. Smith says this 
is not always necessary 
because in some instances a 
lot of time can pass before 
there is any change in an 
account. 

The second theme was that 
Andover needs to further 
automate some of its processes 
to eliminate duplication of 
work. Torrisi says many of 
these upgrades are in the bud- 
get for 1999, and it will be com- 
pleted in 2000. Smith notes 
Andover has not completed 
some of the 1997 recommenda- 
tions because some of the com- 
puter upgrades will be done 
over more than one year. 

“They're not criticizing us 
for not computerizing,” says 
Torrisi. “Their criticism is, 
‘You have an old computer 
system and there have been so 
many new ones that it’s ineffi- 
cient.’ They don’t mean we're 
still doing things with pen and 
pencils. But it’s not a seamless 
integration (between comput: 
er systems).”

More than half of the 1997 
recommendations had been 
made in previous years. 

The oldest of these had 
been suggested since at least 
1987, and noted Andover still 
wasn’t using a payroll func- 
tion that could have tracked 


accrued compensated 
absences. 
“Based on the dollar 


amount accumulated by some 
employees we believe the situ- 
ation could easily arise in 
which the town would not 
have the available appropria- 
tion in order to pay the bene- 
fits due,” says the 1997 man- 
agement letter. 

The $3.2 million the town 
owes its employees for these 
days received a lot of attention 
this year after former police 
Chief James Johnson walked 
away from the town with a 
record deal. The town paid 
him more than $145,600 for 
vacation, sick and accumulat- 
ed days he claims he earned. 

With the Johnson case rais- 
ing eyebrows, one concern 
was that if enough people 
retired, the town would not 
have enough set aside to pay 
other employees what they 
deserved. 

Town officials have also 
said Andover was leaving 
positions unfilled at times 
when people retired because it 
didn’t have the money budget- 
ed to pay both the outgoing 
person and a new employee. 

But since the auditor’s let- 
ter, the town has made signifi- 
cant strides toward dealing 
with this issue. 

At April Town Meeting 
$400,000 was put into an accu- 
mulated employee _ benefit 
account specifically to pay 
retirees for their leftover days 
off. Records of Johnson’s

on the force, as well as letters to 


other town employees, indicate 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
has cracked down and is forcing 
people to use or lose their vacation 
days. 


New recommendations 

The town has also taken some 
steps toward honoring some of the 
auditor’s six new suggestions. 

Recommendations made for the 
first time this year deal with: 

* Police department automation 

The auditor says the force 
should stop using manual sched- 
ules in its payroll process. In 1997 
the town responded “we have no 
immediate plans to revise the sys- 
tem.” Torrisi says this is because 
the town is planning to soon 
upgrade and automate all its 
departments payroll procedures at 
the same time. 

On another front, the auditor 
wants the police to stop manually 
tracking line-item expenditures, 
purchase orders and officers’ cloth- 
ing allowances. 

In 1997, the town responded to 
the auditor that a personal com- 
puter had been installed and a sys- 
tem would be in place by July 1, 
1998. But has this been done? 

“If it’s not in it will be shortly,” 
says Smith. “With the new chief I 
think you’re going to see a lot of 
changes being made.” 

* No overlay reconciliation 

The town has made a change 
here since 1997. But while the audi- 
tor wanted the accountant and 
assessor to reconcile overlay bal- 
ances on a monthly basis, reconcil- 
iation is only happening on a quar- 
terly basis. 

“It’s not that much activity,” 
Says Smith. “His (the assessor’s) 
big activities occur during a cer- 
tain time of year. If nothing hap- 
pens I’m not going to reconcile.” 

* Reconciling guaranteed deposits 

While the auditor said, “Proce- 
dures must be developed and 
implemented which reconcile this 
activity on a_ periodic basis” 
between the treasurer’s and 
accountant’s records, Smith says 
there hasn’t been activity in these 
accounts for at least six years. 

The town says some of the 
bonds cashed have been sitting in

one account together for so many 
years, it’s difficult to track the his- 
tory of each dollar. But if a new 
performance bond is called, the 
town says a separate account will 
be established. 

“I will set one up when it hap- 
pens,” says Smith. “It’s not a prob- 
lem yet, but it could be.” 

* Council on Aging procedures 

Because the COA’s use of manu- 
al spreadsheets is inefficient and 
increases the possibility of error, 
the auditor said the town should 
evaluate the benefit of automating 
administrative functions. The 
auditor also recommended closing 
a Council bank account that it said 
bypassed existing town internal 
controls. “The oversight occurred, 
but it was after the fact,” says Tor- 
risi. 

Smith says he has been meeting 
with Madden to devise a better sys- 
tem, but one is not in place yet. The 
bank account, described by the 
town as a “petty cash type fund” 
that accepted a maximum check of 
$1,000, was closed in September, 
they say. The town did provide a 
July letter to the bank that asked 
the town to close the account. 

* Treasurer's office automation 

Once again the auditor called 
for greater automation in a town 
Office, this time suggesting the 
treasurer automate his process of 
recording receipts, to eliminate 
duplicate work. The town has 
already begun this upgrade. 

“Pieces were implemented 
before June 30 of this year and the 
balance will be implemented 
before June 2000,” says Torrisi. 

+ Retirement system automation 

Although the auditor wants the 
town to review accounting pack- 
ages and determine the feasibility 
of computerizing various town 
ledgers, Smith says the programs 
he’s seen would cost too much 
money. 

He says it currently takes him a 
few hours each month to maintain 
these retirement ledgers. 


“You're talking some serious ~ 


money, $15,000. It doesn’t make me 
comfortable. There’s go to be some- 
thing better out there,” says Smith. 
“I don’t want a special article at 
Town Meeting so I can afford to 
buy this software package.”

HIV virus has eluded scien- 
tists for years. 

The study revealed that the 
virus probes (72 on each virus) 
which attach themselves to a 


cell are hidden by clusters of 
sugar molecules, which make 
the probes appear harmless to 
the body’s immune system. 
This camouflage made the

immune systems and resear- 
chers alike. 

But the discovery of infor- 
mation about how gp120 bonds 
with the cellular (CD-4) and 
chemokine receptors on a 
cell’s surface will hopefully 
help scientists create a vaccine 
to block the bond that enables 
the virus to infect cells. 

Wyatt expects the findings 
will more quickly lead to 
development of new drugs 
than a vaccine. 

The detailed picture of the 
virus coat will help in creation 
of drugs that could inhibit the 
bond between the virus and 
immune system cells, he says. 

“You never know when you 
have the key. We need to 
muster all our scientific 
forces, academic and industri- 
al.” 

The direct impact on vac- 
cine development is _ still 
unclear, Wyatt says. 

“It’s like the first pictures of 
Mars,” Wyatt says. 

A molecular virologist of 
the Cancer Immunology and 
AIDS department of the Dana 
Farber Cancer Institute, Wyatt 
began researching the struc- 
ture of the AIDS protein coat 
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six years ago in conjunction 
with Columbia University. 

He collaborated on the pro- 
ject with Joseph Sodroski, 
M.D., at DFCI, Wayne Hen- 


drickson, Ph.D. and Peter 
Kwong, Ph.D. of Columbia 
University. 


“It takes a lot of insight, and 
a lot of luck. Even in science, 
you need both to help you 
along the way,” Wyatt says. 

Reports of discovery have 
been published in scientific 
journals Science and Nature, 
and in the New York Times. 

Wyatt and his family - wife

Carolyn, and children Hilary, 
8 and Kevin - moved to 
Andover three years ago. 

Before he earned a Ph.D. at 
Tufts University, Wyatt did 
AIDS-related research for New 
England Nuclear DuPont. 

When it came time to decide 
where to focus his research 
efforts, Wyatt says his choice 
of AIDS over cancer was influ- 
enced by the death of his 
brother-in-law. 

“Definitely having a family 
member infected with the dis- 
ease was part of my decision to 
try to help,” Wyatt says.

Simms says the most dra- 
matic change she’s seen since 
the program started is in stu- 
dents’ attitudes toward police. 

“The kids see police as an 
ally,” she says, and credits 
D.A.R.E. officer Cee Cee Blais 
with going above and beyond 
her call of duty to chaperone 
dances, and show up at lots of 
extra-curricular activities to 
get more involved with the stu- 
dents. 

“To see these kids outside of 
school, as whole kids, is really 
important,” Simms says. 

McManus agrees, and calls 
Blais “superb,” because she has 
a special touch that makes her 
an important part of the school 
system. 

“She’s very caring as a 
police officer, and an excellent 
role model for kids,” he says. 

Blais took a break from her 
regular police beat after 10 
years, and went into the class- 
room with the D.A.R.E. cur- 
riculum two years ago. 

Youth Services Director Bill 
Fahey, who is also charged 
with finding drug-free activi- 
ties for kids, credits any suc- 
cess of the D.A.R.E. program to 
Blais’ ability to innovate and 
get the kids involved. 

“She’s passionate about her 
job. Some communities have a 
D.A_8.E. officer who doesn’t get 


out there. That’s when it does- 
n’t work. But in our case, the 
D.A.R.E. program is going to be 
a force,” Fahey says. 

Relations between kids and 
police have improved through 
the D.A.R.E. program and more 
recently since Chief Brian Pat- 
tullo took over, Fahey says. 

Pattullo says it has been a 
conscious effort of his to 
improve relations, through the 
D.A.R.E. program and other- 
wise. 

He says he believes the 
D.A.R.E. program does provide 
a “significant benefit” to the 
kids, in both substance abuse 
education and police relations. 

“I’m interested in making 
sure that we meet the concerns 
of youth. When we run into 
each other downtown, we 
should know who their names 
are and they should know our 
names,” he says. 

Officer Dennis Lane has 
been the “Square Man,” or offi- 
cer who walks the beat in 
downtown Andover for more 
than a year, Pattullo says. Lane 
developed a rapport with kids 
since he’s on the beat when 
kids get out of school and come 
into town. The experience led 
Lane to become Andover’s sec- 
ond D.A.R.E. certified officer. 

The need for manpower 
won't allow two officers to be 
on the D.A.R.E. beat full-time. 
Blais says, but Lane will be fill- 
ing in and working on the 


D.A.R.E. program with Blais 
this summer and into Septem- 
ber, Pattullo says. 

Lane, who lives out of town, 
says he saw the D.A.RE. pro- 
gram’s positive effects on his 
own daughter, now 14, who has 
grown into a “very strong and 
independent young lady.” 

As to measuring D.A.R.E.’s 
effectiveness, Lane too says it’s 
elusive. 

To blame D.A.RE. for an 
increase in drug use is like 
“blaming the drop-out rate on 
education. It’s all part of the 
puzzle,” he says. 

McManus says the jury is 
still out on the program’s abili- 
ty to cut down on drug use, but 
making children more educat- 
ed can’t be bad. 

“If you believe in the notion 
that knowledge is strength, 
then she (Blais) is providing 
strength. I just can’t imagine 
that it isn’t something posi- 
tive,” he says. 

Blais says she has always 
believed that education is the 
key to keeping kids off drugs, 
but doesn’t expect it to change 
everything on its own. 

“I don’t think D.A.R.E. ever 
claimed to be the soul-savior of 
the kids. So many things go 
into (kid’s decisions about drug 
use),” she says. 

The program makes a differ- 
ence, she says, because the cur- 
riculum talks about more than 
drug use and its consequences.

Topics for discussion include 
building self-esteem, drug use 
resistance techniques, 
assertiveness, being a positive 
role model, and resisting vio- 
lence and gang violence. 

All sixth-grade students get 
a D.A.R.E. lesson from Blais in 
one class period every other 
week. The faculties’ respect for 
Blais as a teacher speaks to her 
effectiveness, say McManus 
and Simms. 

“The staff recognizes her as 
a police officer and as a 
teacher. That’s a very high 
compliment,” McManus says. 

Lane says the experiences 
inside the classrooms have also 
translated outside classrooms. 

When students discuss 
someone’s problem in a 


D.A.R.E. class, to avoid naming 
names, they use the phrase 
“someone I know.” 

Lane says someone he 
knows recently got into a bit of 
trouble with police, and was 
concerned about his relation- 
ship with Lane as the D.A.R.E. 
officer. 

The policy of the D.A.R.E. 
program is to keep D.A.R.E. 
officers off investigations and 
enforcements that come up 
through the program, to make 
sure the D.A.R.E. officers get to 
be the good guys. 

But Lane says this student’s 
reaction shows the program is 
taking hold. 

Blais agrees the kids are 
affected by it. 

“They do care,” she says.

Bob French, head coordinator of the 
Church League Basketball Program for 
youth in Andover, was instrumental in 
helping the coordinators get the pro- 
gram off and running. 

“Bob has been extremely helpful, giv- 
ing us mailing lists and sharing his 
insight on how to run a basketball pro- 
gram. We really appreciate all that he’s 
done for us,” says Hyde gratefully. 


Tabit challenges Finegold 
to do more cutting

While State Rep. Barry 
Finegold is touting the $700 
million tax bill recently 
approved by the state legis- 
lature as a “windfall” for 
Andover taxpayers, Sal 
Tabit, his opposition in 
November’s election, says 
Finegold hasn’t done enough 
to lower taxes. 

Finegold says people sell- 
ing their house or making 
Title V changes, residents 
with stock options or mutual 
funds, and those interested 
in Roth and education IRAs 
will all benefit from the bill. 
(See sidebar, at right.) 

“Barry, to his credit, has 
voted the right way. This tax 
cut that’s gone through the 
legislature is a good start,” 
says Republican Sal Tabit. 
But Tabit challenges Fine- 
gold to do more to roll back 
the state income tax from 
5.95 percent to 5 percent. 
Finegold claimed in a Jan. 22 
Townsman this was a top 
priority, notes Tabit. 

“He went so far as to sug- 
gest, because he’s on the tax- 
ation committee he could 
influence the debate. I’d like 
to know what he’s done on 


that committee,” says Tabit. 
“Ever since that article with 
him saying he’s for rolling 
back the tax rate, he hasn’t 
done anything. 

“If you’re touting yourself 
as being on the front lines, 
than action should’ be 
required of you,” says Tabit. 
“Other than voting for a 
package that was put togeth- 
er in the House leadership, I 
don’t see what he’s doing to 
fight for tax cuts.” 

Finegold says, as a mem- 
ber of the taxation commit- 
tee, he feels he can take 
some credit for putting the 
bill together. “I went to the 
capital floor to try and fight 
for capital gains (tax cuts),” 
he says. “They were going to 
raise the capital gains tax 
and we fought it off.” 

Finegold also says when 
he had the chance to vote to 
lower the income tax to five 
percent he did. The House 
journal for March 11 shows 
this to be true. 

“Nobody can say that I 
don’t want the tax to go to 5 
percent. Anybody that does 
is distorting the truth,” he 
says. 

But Tabit says it was easy 


for Finegold to vote for the 
tax cut because the House 
leadership knew it would 
win easily and didn’t care 
about Finegold’s vote. 

He says Finegold should 
challenge the House speaker 
or file an amendment of his 
own. If elected, Tabit says he 
would work for the tax cut 
and try to keep the issue in 
the public eye to gain sup- 
port. 

“If it’s something that’s 
worthwhile, it’s something 
you should always be work- 
ing for, not something you 
should mention once to get 
yourself on the front page 
(actually page 3 of the Jan. 
22 issue),” says Tabit, “and 
them step back on it until a 
vote comes up. Pressure can 
move the leadership to do 
certain things.” 

Tabit also questions how 
strongly Finegold will fight 
for the tax cut because the 
House Speaker has come to 
his fundraisers, and because 
Finegold receives contribu- 
tions from the teachers 


union. Tabit says the union 
spent nearly $500,000 million 
to question signatures on a 
petition aimed at letting citi- 
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zens vote on the tax cut.

“This is the most important part. Many people in Andover have 
mutual funds.

“That was a driving force for dri- 
ving seniors out of the area. Massachusetts was the highest state in 
the country at 12 percent. It was crazy. You’re penalizing people for 
saving money.”

- Title V strugglers dealing with the travails of fixing or replacing 
a faulty septic system can now spread their $6,000 state tax credit 
over six years instead of four.

baiting system that uses a minimal 
amount of chemicals. 

First, the system uses unintrusive 
wood monitoring devices to check for 
evidence of termite infestation.

Maintenance methods of finishing walls, 
counters and floors, they do require 
proper and regular cleaning to look 
their best. 

Two types of cleaning products are 
called for. 

Removing everyday soils or build-up 
involves light washing or mopping to 
clean up dirt, spills, soap scum, scuff 
marks and recent mold or mildew.

An asphalt driveway needs regular 
maintenance to protect and preserve 
it. Cracks invariably develop and must 
be filled. The entire surface should be 
sealed every year or two. 

Before you patch cracks or holes, 
it's important to remove loose gravel 
and bits of asphalt. Clear weeds and 
dirt from the area with a wire brush or 
trowel, followed by a shop vacuum or 
leaf blower. To remove dust, hose 
down the area. Then let it dry. 

You can fill wide cracks and 
potholes with blacktop patch, a 
prepared asphalt sold in 60-pound 
bags. Fill the prepared hole about 
halfway with blacktop patch and 
compact it before filling it the rest of 
the way. Mound the material slightly, 
then flatten it down hard with a 


tamper. You can make your own 
tamper by fastening a scrap piece of 
plywood or particleboard to a length 
of 2-by-2. Use a flat shovel to cut away 
excess so the patch will be level with 
the surrounding surface. Freshly filled 
spots should cure for about 90 days 
before they are sealed. You can patch 
in the spring and seal in late summer. 

As an asphalt driveway ages, narrow 
cracks develop along the edges. To 
repair these cracks, clean them with a 
wire brush and vacuum the loose 
material. Then fill them with an 
asphalt crack filler that pours from a 
bottle. This leaves a patch resembling 
tar strips on an old highway. However, 
you can subdue the’ effect by 
brooming a small amount of fine sand 
into the filler.

Do protect tile and stone flooring 
against damage from dirt, grit and 
sand by placing rugs (non- rubber- 
backed) at exterior entry points. 

Do prevent marring and 
scratching by attaching felt pads to 
table and chair legs. Replace pads as 
they deteriorate or become dirty. 


Don’t place potted plants (even 
with waterproof saucers) directly on tile 
or stone. Damage may be caused by the 
condensation trapped between pot and 
surface. Set pots on felt-padded trivets 
that allow for air circulation.

Usually located out of sight, the 
climate control systems in our homes

How would I add air conditioning 
to my home? 

If you have forced hot air in your 
home already, then air conditioning is 
relatively easy and inexpensive to 
install.

In the summer, the 
blower from your furnace draws the air 
through the cooling coil to be 
distributed throughout your home. 

If you do not have forced hot air, a 
combination blower and coil unit can 
be placed in the attic or basement. 


Is central air conditioning loud and 
expensive to operate? 

The systems are not loud when 
designed and installed correctly. To 
prevent excessive air noise, a quality 
installation includes fitting ductwork 
with acoustical liner. This prevents 
blower and air sound from echoing 
throughout the system. Moreover, the 
units in the attic should be hung from 
the rafters to prevent vibration on the 
ceiling below. 

My existing unit operates just fine, 
why should I pay to have someone 
service it? 

A lack of maintenance on your 
equipment can void your warranties. 
Regular maintenance ensures you 
receive the best efficiency (energy 
savings) and reliability from your 
equipment. 


What should I look for in a service 
department? 

First and foremost, the company you 
choose should have’ a4 _— service 
department that is separate from 
installation. Otherwise, you may be 
forced to wait for repairs for weeks 
while more profitable installations are 
being handled. 

The service department you select 
should provide the following: 

+ Separate service and installation 
departments 

- 24-hour emergency service 

* Quick response time 

- Technicians licensed and factory 
trained 

- Extensive inventory of parts 

- Yearly maintenance agreements 
Why should I choose a higher- 
priced brand? Aren't they all the 
same? 

Many factors differentiate one brand 
from the next. The quality of materials 
and engineering design are directly 
linked to the warranty, efficiency and 


reliability of a unit. A brand with a 
higher initial cost may be less 
expensive over time due to fewer 


service calls and lower electric bills. 
As long as it cools or heats, is the 


size of my air conditioning or 
heating system really that 
important? 

Size is very important. Oversizing a 
unit has serious drawbacks, and is even 
illegal in some — states, including 
Massachusetts. An oversized unit will 
heat or cool your home very quickly. 
Unfortunately, it will also result in 
higher electric bills, increased 
maintenance costs and — uneven 
temperatures. In order to be 
dehumidified, the air needs to be 
steadily circulated through the cooling 


coil in order to drain the air of 
moisture. 

A heating and cooling load 
calculation should be done by the 


contractor to determine what size unit 
your home needs. “Rules of thumb” are 
not sufficient because many things can 
affect the load in your home: the 
amount of sunlight, direction the house 
faces, amount of insulation, and even 
the number of people and appliances. 
If all my estimates are quoting the 
same equipment, isn’t the lowest 
priced contractor a better value? 

A quality, established dealer has 
access to many resources to aid in the 
design, installation and servicing of a 
total comfort system. One way to 
determine how well a dealer stands 
behind his work is to determine 
whether the labor and parts warranties 
match. 

The best contractors will send out a 
professional representative of the 
company to perform a complete home 
survey that would include measuring 
the rooms, windows and the amount of 
insulation. It should also include a brief 
interview to identify your lifestyle 
requirements and any unusual factors 
to consider in design, such as medical 
issues. 

Other important considerations 
when choosing a dealer are insurance, 
licensing, manufacturer's rating and 
professional memberships. Climate 
Design Systems, for example, is fully 
insured and licensed and maintains 
memberships in the Better Business 
Bureau, Associated Builders and 
Contractors Inc., and the = Air 
Conditioning Contractors of America, 
among others.

Draped fabric gives 
soft touch to decorating 


By Barbara Mayer

Sometimes a softly draped fabric is 
not only as good as a wall or a door _ it 
is a plus factor. 

The fabric offers color and texture, 
is easier and less expensive to put up, 
and makes a divider that does not 
intrude on the overall feeling of 
spaciousness. 

Laura Bohn, an architectural 
designer in New York, says she often 
uses gathered fabric on a Curtain rod as 
a “wall” in lofts. 

“Sometimes we do two different 
curtains back to back. One is opaque 
and the other is transparent for two 
different looks,” she says. 

“Fabric is more dramatic than a 
wall, yet easier to install. While it is 
not inexpensive, it costs less than a 
sheetrock wall, and the best part is 
you have the option of opening or 
closing it.” 

Bohn made clever use of fabric in 
her own bedroom in a weekend house 
in the country by surrounding the bed 
with curtains. As a rule, the off-white 
linen curtains are gathered in four 
corners like a fabric four-poster. But 
since there are no curtains at the 
windows, she sometimes draws the 
bed curtains to control light or add 
warmth in winter. The curtains are 


hung on rods installed in 
molding on the ceiling. 

In the same room, there is another 
use of unconstructed lengths of fabric 
— as table skirts. A tailored raw-silk 
skirt in aqua covers a rectangular table 
on one side of the bed and a piece of 
leather tops a round table on the other 
side. 

“Leather lasts as long as a wood 
piece and you can wipe it off with a 
damp sponge,” Bohn says 

For a couple needing more clothing 
storage space in their apartment 
bedroom, Jeff Kiser constructed 
inexpensive shelves along one wall. 
Instead of expensive cabinet doors, he 
hung unlined flat fabric panels from 
rings on Curtain rods.

“The idea was not to spend a ton of 


money on millwork,” says Kiser, a 
decorator in New York. “Knowing full 
well we were going to cover them, the 
shelves were made inexpensively.” 

Kiser then used the same fabric and 
rods as “doors” to two closets in the 
room, whose original doors had been 
removed some years ago. The fabric, a 
printed linen, is in keeping with the 
style of the room. 

For another project in a country 
house in Pennsylvania, Kiser curtained 
two doorways in a windowed alcove

set between a bedroom and a living 
room. 

Curtains were a better choice than 
doors, Kiser says. Not only do they 
take up less room, they also make it 
seem as if the alcove is actually part of 
both rooms. When privacy is required 
in either room, the alcove can be 
closed off by simply drawing the 
curtains. 

“Fabric is known as the poor man’s 
upholstery because it can be used 
inexpensively to improve decor,” says 
Mike Strohl, author of New American 
Style (PBC International, $34.95). 

The book, which depicts trendy 
new decorating ideas, includes an 
unusually large number of rooms with 
gathered = fabric instead of an 
architectural element. There are also 
examples of fabric lengths covering 
cabinets, tables and sofas. 

One of the most creative uses of 
fabric pictured is in the home of Sig 
Bergamin, a designer based in New 
York and Sao Paulo, Brazil. For his 
own rustic weekend place outside Sao 
Paulo, Bergamin decorated primarily 
with low-cost cotton fabrics — in 
patterns and solids.

The days of closing a deal with a 
handshake and a promise are over. A 
man’s or woman's good word just 
doesn’t carry the weight it once did. 
The world has changed a lot since 
those days. 

Today we are surrounded by high

It's up to you to not be 
caught with your hand out and no

Every time an agreement is made 
you should have a written 
confirmation. This means a contract at 
the beginning and written change 
orders, work directives or confirming

These items should be signed by the 
homeowner and an. officer of the 
contractor's Corporation or the person 
or persons with whom the agreement 
is reached. Changes to the project also 
should be noted in any contract with a 
subcontractor or independent agent. 

All change orders and 
should be executed before any work is 
performed or materials ordered. In 
addition, copies of all contracts, work 
orders or change orders should be 
available on the job site for quick 
reference and clarification.

Yes, you can remodel your home 
with ease if you plan ahead and take 
one step at a time. The home is often 
the largest financial investment a 
person will make, and the decision to 
alter that investment by paying out 
more money is not an easy One-but it is 
worth it. 

Whether you are remodeling to sell 
the home or just to make it more 
comfortable for the coming years, 
remodeling is a smart decision. But it is 
a decision that requires planning and 
patience. 

The National Association of the 
Remodeling Industry (NARI) suggests 
following this ten step program when 
considering any remodeling project. 

Step 1: Assess your current 
situation. Do you have the funds, time 
and patience to remodel your home? 


Does it make sense to remodel or 
simply move into a larger home?

consider moving as an alternative to 
remodeling. 

Step 2: Decide how long you intend 
to stay in your present home. Are you 
remodeling so you can sell faster or get 
a higher sale price? Or are you 
remodeling to create a more 
comfortable environment for a long- 
term situation? The answers to those 
questions will determine how much 
money you should spend and_ the 
scope of the remodeling project you 
should realistically undertake. 

Step 3: Start defining the areas of 
the home that you want to change.

Step 5: Find a reputable contractor. 
The only way to protect yourself 
during a remodeling project is to hire a 
professional contractor. Make sure that 
you choose a contractor who is 
insured, licensed (if required in your 
state) and a member of a professional 
trade association, such as NARI. 

Step 6: Create a budget. Decide 
how much you can realistically afford 
for the project before you start. If you 
are remodeling to sell, your budget 
should not exceed the increase in sales 
price of the home that is the result of 
remodeling. If you plan on staying in 
the home for a lengthy amount of 
time, you should spend a little more to 
get what you want. 

Step 7: Request a comprehensive 
proposal from your contractor. The 
proposal should tell you how much 
the project is going to cost and what 
types of products will be used. If the 
proposal comes in above your budget 
limit, talk to your contractor about 
other options. Sometimes you can 
accomplish the same look with other 
products or design techniques.

Step 9: Tie payments to work 
stages. Be wary of any contractor who 
wants a large amount of money up 
front. Normal contracts split payments 
by decreasing percentages of total cost 
and are tied to significant work stages 
in the project. Please note, however, 
that a large amount of money is usually 
required at the start of kitchen 
remodels to cover the costs of 
ordering appliances. 

Step 10: Take a deep breath and 


keep your perspective. Remodeling 
can be noisy, time-consuming and 
disruptive to the normal home 


environment. It’s important to keep 
your sense of humor and stay focused 
on the end result, not the process that 
takes you there.

Stay safe at home, 
protect yourself

\s the saving goes, it’s better to be 
safe than sorry, especially around the 
home.

Its a good idea to wear hearing 
protection when you're using a power 
mower, Or sawing wood with a chain 
saw. You can choose from earmuffs. 
earplugs or banded hearing protectors 
based on the type and level of 
noisc,and for comfort and ease of use. 
But don't overprotect. Spayd says a 
hearing protector should allow you to 
communicate with others and to hear 
warning signals. 

Eyes, too, are especially vulnerable 
while working around the home. 
Spavd notes. 

“There is a wide variety of safety 
spectacles and goggles available and 
Wwe urge people not to assume. their 
regular glasses will protect them 
Protective eyewear is made to fit over 
prescription glasses to achieve proper 
protection. And it’s advisable to wear 
side shields to protect against flying 
particles such as wood chips,” she 
Says 

Don't overlook your head and face 
Wear a bump cap or hard hat if there is 
a danger from falling objects. Wear a
